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Gray Questions Burma's Prime Minister

neutrality or "uncommittedness” 
irritates Americans, 
^ 


A day or so of discussions 
with high Burma government 
officials and U. S. Embassy and 
United States Information Ser­ 
vice people helps provide some 
understanding of this “uncom­ 
m itted’’ 
business, 
something 
that is so broadly misunder­ 
stood in the West. 


Prim e Minister U Nu, spend­ 
ing more than an hour today 
with some 30 American editors 
on a world study mission, ex­ 
plained neutrality pretty neatly. 


“You don’t alienate a power­ 
ful neighbor, you try to be a 
good neighbor with those around 
you,” he said. He insisted: 


“Such neutrality which has 
much precedent — Switzerland 


and Sweden, 
for example—is 
morally right,*’ he insisted. 


I couldn’t argue the point 
under the circumstances. Burma 
lives in the shadow of Commun­ 
ist China. As a strictly practical 
m atter of existence she can’t 
afford 
to take sides 
in 
the 
global political struggle. 


Yet, said the prime minister, 


a typical short, jovial Burmese 
who as a devout Buddhist is a 
deeply religious and philosophi­ 
cal man, neutrality and “ good 
neighborliness” 
doesn’t 
mean 
that Burma can’t and doesn’t 
speak out on global affairs when 
it is necessary to do <*o. 


For example, he said, Burma 
deplored Russia’s action in Hun­ 
gary 
and 
firmly 
criticized 
Weather 


Great Britain’s move oh the 
Suez Canal. 
ii 
At the same time he admitted 
that 
Burm a’s 
relations 
with 
Communist China and the Soviet 
Union are very friendly. 


An example of how friendly 
are the relations is the fact that 
Burma sells 300,000 tons of rice 
— her chief product — annually 


to the Peiping government and 
an equal amount to Russia. 


That this “f r i e n d l i n e s s " 
doesn’t always seem to work to 
the advantage of "friends” in 
the West — the United States, 
for example — is shown by the 
fact that Communist China turns 
around and sells the same rice 
to Cuba and Russia peddles the 


rice to the highest bidder any­ 
where. 


But here again is the practical 
point that Burma’s economy is 
based 
primarily on her rice 
fields. Indeed, this little country 
of 21.000,000 people is 95 per 
cent agricultural and 5 per cent 
industrial. It can’t be and con­ 
sidering her powerful “ neigh-

Shoup was the first witness as 
a Senate subcommittee resumed 
hearings into charges of alleged 
“ muzzling” of the anti-Commu- 
nist views of military officers. 
He said not one of his proposed 
speeches 
“ has 
been 
changed, 
even 
slightly, 
by 
the 
Depart­ 
ment of Defense ” 


Another top officer, Gen. Fred­ 
eric W. Smith Jr., Air Force vice 
chief of staff, said he “ heartily” 
endorsed clearance policy f o r 
speeches. 


Smith said in testimony pre­ 
pared for the hearing that public 
speaking, 
“ properly cleared 
in 
advance.” was a deputy of all Air 
Force officers. He said national 
policy is carefully observed in 
such speeches. 


Most 
previous 
though 
they 
some 
system 
of 
coordinating 
speeches with official policy, have 
cited individual instances of ques­ 
tionable censorship. 


Shoup testified, however, that 
most of his subordinates 
said 
very few of their speeches have 
been changed “ in substance” and

The President announced pre­ 
viously that he would name Rob­ 
ert C. Weaver, federal housing ad­ 
m inistrator and a Negro, to head 
the department.

In a message accompanying his 
plan. Kennedy said “ the present 
and future problems of our cities 
are as complex a* they are mani­ 
fold.

He said smaller towns also are 
growing and have a stake in the 
issue. 


“ The scourge of blight must be 
overcome, and the central core 
areas of our cities, with all their 
great richness of economic and 
cultural wealth, m ust be restored 
to lasting vitality,” he said.

County Takes Steps 
To Save Old Bridge 


Bucks County took steps yes­ 
terday to preserve the New Hope- 
Lambertville Bridge, threatened 
with destruction by the Delaware 
River Joint Toll Bridge Commis­ 
sion. 


The commission plans to build 
a high level bridge above New 
Hope, and according to Hal Clark, 
president of the Delaware Valley 
Protective Association, will n o t 
reveal whether or not it intends 
to destroy the narrow span which 
unites the two picturesque Dela­ 
ware River communities. 


“There is no doubt that this 
bridge 
should be 
m aintained,’’ 
Commissioner Edward B, Boyer 
told Clark, shortly before t h e 
county commissioners 
approved 
a resolution supporting the pre­ 
servation of the old span. 
“The New Hope - Lambertville 
community has developed 
into 


a te (rf the most important recrea­ 
tion and tourists areas in the 
two states and attracts thousands 
(rf visitors each year,” the county 
resolution noted, while mentioning 
the summer 
theaters 
in 
each 
community. 


The resolution described 
t b e 
two small towns as “ the center 
of one of the nation’s oldest and 
famous art colonies,” and “dot­ 
ted with some of the nation's most 
revered historical treasurers.” 


Abandonment 
of 
the 
bridge 
would mean that the joint eco­ 
nomy of the two communities 
wouli be “ irreparably dam aged,” 
the commissioners said. 
The resolution concluded w i t h 
the request that the bridge com­ 
mission include “ the preservation 
and maintenance of this bridge 
and that our citizens be prompt­ 
ly advised to this effect.”

bor’’ doesn't want to be too 
choosey about rice-seeking cus­ 
tomers. 
U Nu is shrewd, cagey. He’s 
admired by his countrymen and 
his Oriental neighbors for his 
political astuteness, his religious 
fervor and for his innate gen­ 
erosity. 
He dodged a lot of 
pointed questions during the re­ 
ception and conference at his 
residence, and frankly adm itted 
at the outset there would be 
some he would refuse to answ­ 
er. 


None of us felt that propriety 
and understanding would be ser­ 
ved, 
however, 
by telling tile 
very hospitable U Nu that Wash­ 
ington bureaucracy and cliques 
in both government and journ­ 
alistic endeavor are a couple of 
our insidious maladies that ta r­ 
nish the image of America even 
for Americans occasionally. And 
that, 
furthermore. 
Americans 
generally 
haven’t 
developed 
great capacity for genuine gra­ 
ciousness when visited by our 
friends from foreign shores 


I asked him for his reaction to 
and appraisal of President Ken­ 
nedy and the New Frontiersmen. 
He laughed merrily and re­ 
plied: 
"It is beyond my comprehen­ 
sion." 
That was as far as he would 
go. He’s no set-up for curve 
balls. 
At the conclusion of the con­ 
ference the prime minister be­ 
cam e a bit serious. 
"You must rem em ber we are 
a good friend of America,” he 
said. "And we are hoping that 
many good things will come as 
the result of the visit here Jan. 
29 of the United States Trade 
Mission.” 
Then he polished off the m eet­ 
ing thusly: 
"Now, you American news­ 
papermen have had no difficul­ 
ty talking to me and my cabinet 
members. We have tried to be 
gracious hosts. I have enjoyed 
your visit very much. 
"But why is it, that when 
our 
newspapermen visit your 
country, they are never able 
to talk to your high officials as 
you talked to me? We are very 
disappointed about this.” 
It was a good question and 
should have had a good answ tr. 


I shall have more to say later 
about Burma, whose potential 
for growth, greatness and in­ 
fluence in the global family of 
nations is vast indeed. 
But let this be understood 
now. Burma, whatever her trade 
and cultural relationship wuh 
China and Russia, is NOT Com­ 
munistic. 
Despite 
pressure 
from 
the 
Reds, influence of much of the 
leftist press, and commie-inspir­ 
ed guerrilla warfare in the hin­ 
terlands, Burmese as a people 
have no love for the Communists 
or their system. 
U.S. Ambassador John Scott 
Everton, a polished and able 
representative of the American 
government here, put it this 
way: 
“ Burma is a democracy and 
works at it. Despite all of the 
Communist pressures at work, 
the Communist party has never 
elected a member to Burm a’s 
parliam ent. 
“And this is important to re­ 
m ember: Buddhism is the of- 
fical state religion. Ninety per 
cent (rf the Burmese are Budd­ 
hists. Buddhism is the core of 
the philosophy and the culture 
of the Burmese. They will al­ 
ways reject anything that jeo­ 
pardizes this.”
